Mr. Stewart, as Mini- 
ster of Railways, will repre- 
sent the Province of Alberta 
on‘the board in accordance 
with the terms of the operat- 
ing agreement made with the 
Canadian Pacific,

announced the appointment 
of J, A. Macgregor as man- 
ager, with headquarters at 
Edmonton. 
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RIVALS OF C.-P.

Minister Admits C.P.R. is Ex- 
ample, Par Excellence, of 
Well-Conducted Company 


VANCOUVER, P.C., July 25.—Frankly 
admitting that the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, with its 20,000 miles of track, 250,000 
tons of ocean shipping, and its chain of 
great hotels, was the example, par excell- 
ence, of a well-conducted company, Hon. 
J. D, Reid, federal minister of railways, 
who arrived here Saturday afternoon from 
the north, stated he had set himself the 
tusk of making the’Canadian National sys- 
tein the equal in service and efficiency of 
the great sister railway. 

“We are not rivals of the Canadian Pa- 
cific in anything but a friendly sense,” he 
sald, “but my view is that there {s room 
for two great railways in Canada, and 
that It is beter for the people and the de- 
velopment of Canada that there-should be 
two competing systems,” . 

The minister indicated that the per- 
sonnel of the management would remain, 
largely as at present, the heads of the | 
concerns reporting.to the Canadian Na- 
tional railways and co-dperating with that 
management. ¢ 

President Hanna, of the Canadian Na-/} 
tional railways, who is accompanying the 
minister, said that a conference was to be 
held on Monday with Premier Oliver re- 
garding the possibility of the Canadian 
National railwitys taking over the provin- 
cial gowernment right-ofway from Ash- | 
croft to Clinton through the Bonoparte val- | 
ley, thus making the Pacific Great Eastern 
railway a feeder for the Canadlan Na- | 
tional. He added that a second daily train 
out of Vancouver was a possibility, While 
the party is here there will be a discussion 
with elty officials on matters connected | 
with the agreement between the railway 
und the city.

Passenger Equipment to Be Over-

D. ©. Coleman, ‘vice-president of 
the C.P.R, and newly elected prepi- 
dent of the E. D. & B. C. railway ar- 
rived from Victoria, B.C., on Sun- 
day. Interviewed in regard to the im- 
provement and operation of the E. 
D, & B.C., Mr, Coleman said: 

“The work of re-construction will 
be prosecuted with energy and vigor. 
Mr. MacGregor will have at his dis- 
posa] the services of Col. J. G. Reid, 
who will act ag chief engineer. Col. 
Reid has had a great deal of ex- 
perience jn construction work on the 
Canadian Pacific, In the war he had 
a distinguished record, Having suc- 
ceeded Col. Rameey in the command 
of the Canadian Ratlway Construc- 
tion corps. Other Canadian Pacific 
officers have been drafted by Mr. 
MacGregor to have charge of details 
of tae betterments work. The parent 
company hag already sent in a great 
deal of work train equipment, and 
further equipment in the form of 
steam ditching machines, pile drivers 
etc., is on order. ‘ 

To Overhaul Passenger Train 

Equipment 

‘Tae passenger train equipment will 
be completely overhauled and brought 
up to a igher standard. If labor 
\ig procurable a substantial improve- 
ment in the conditions of the road- 
bed and structures can be made this 
year.

BELFAST, July 25.—(Associated 
Press)—The mflitary which is being 
steadily reinforced not only by men 
but by armored cars, the latter for the 
present ‘being kept in barracks, was 
busy in Belfast today, for although a 
steady downpour of rain gave hope 
that the enthusiasm of the rioters 
would dampen, the authorities were 
taking no chances. 

Barracks in all of the gisturbed 
sections were strengthened with fur- 
ther sandbags. More wire was erect- 
ed and more men were added to the 
pickets, including more seasoned sol- 


diera, 
Saloon is Wrecked, 


The precautions were not ill-timed, 
for early this afternoon another sa- 
loon in the Falls Road distict was 
wrecked and the premises of certain 
hardware merchants met a similar 
fate, 5 
Police charges ineffective, soldiers 
have been brought out to _ restore 
order. Newtonards Road and neigh- 
boring streeta Whica have been s0 
badly wrecked, presented a dismal ap- 
pearance today, Bedraggied, Union 
Jacks hung limply on their staffs and 
those saloons and pawnshops which 
have thue far escaped tae looters are 
closely boadred, 

Rival Factions Ready for Signal 

Rival factions etood in groups 
ready at any signal for a renewal of 
strife, having apparently ignored the 
appeals made from the pulipits of all 
sects today to avoid a provocative 
attitude. There wae quite an exodus 
of Catholic families from the Protest- 
ant section of Ballymacarett; drayé 
were kept busy all day long maving 
furniture from residences which 
might be the object of an attack to 
the other side of the city where 
Cathol.cs predominate, 

Soldierg guarded the drays afa tn 
some cases army lorries were ueed to 
facilitate tne change in abodes and 


amrtroancen. Gut there. "are atl 


many hundreds of Cathie in Pro- 
testant districts and Protestants in 
CathoHo districts who have no hope 
of making a cnange, 

The authdrities, however, are tak- 
ing precautions against any attempt 
by elther faction to march across the 
city and attack a rival district, with 
the poss'bility of leading to more eeri- 
ous events than aave yet occurred, 

There was no firing here Jast night 
or this morning and the Worst disturb- 
ance was some window smashing. The 
death lst as a result of the recent 
fighting between the Unionists and 
Sinn Fein factions reached seventeen 
today, when two women who were in- 
jured Friday, in the attack on St. 
Mathew's convention, and a man who 
was shot Thureday died, 

While quiet prevailed today, few 
could be found who would proclaim 
the disturbances to be completely 
over, 

Killing Arouses Countrymen, 

The killing of Colonel Qmyth in 
Cork, the first mention of an Ulster 
man being murdered, aroused his 
countrymen by the manner in which 
he met death and they were further 
angered by a report that his body 
had to be brought north in a rough 
coffin, owing to the refusal of the 
Cork undertakers to provide a suitable 
one. 

Another cause, and what is consid- 
ered to be undoubtedly the direct one, 
was the forcible ejection of southern 
workers from the ahipyards, The 
explanation of the northern workers 
for*this' action is that the Sinn Fein- 
ers boast that when “the day" arrives 
—meaning the establishment of a 
republic—the northerners will be dealt 
with in @ manner not to their liking. 

The more candid, however, admit 
that the northerners in the shipyards 
are determined to be rid of the south- 
erners before the prospective slack 
times arrive, thus assuing more work 
for the northerners, The latter argue 
that while they were fighting in 
France, the southerners took their 
places in the shipyards and now it is 
time for them to go. 

Services under Unusual Circumstances 

Services were held in St. Mathew's 
chapel, one of the storm centres, this 
morning under unusual circumstances, 
Vhe church was surrounded by barb- 
ed wire entanglements, soldiers form- 
ing a guard for the worshippers, 

The engineers shipbuilding federa- 
tion, at a meeting today, adopted a 
resolution repudiating the ‘“‘disgrace- 
ful disturbances,” of the past week 
and calling upon the trades unionists 
to use every means to bring about a 
settled state of affairs, .

Proposition Put Forth By J. Mc- 
Kay Dickson at East End 
Park Sunday Afternoon 


Another fively discussion arose at 
the east end park on Sunday after- 
noon, when mattero pertaining to the 


exhibition association were brought 
forward again by J, McKay Dickson, 
who also spoke in this regard on the 
previous Sunday. A large crowd was 
present to apprecjate the band and 
listen to the speakers, 

The #irst speaker who was Mr. 
Coombs, announced a difference with 
Joa White, who has acted as secretary 
for these meetings, This difference 
arose owing as Mr. White eald, to J. 
MoKay Dickson, speaking at the park 
on Sunday last; Mr, White maintain- 
ing that Mr, McKay Dickson had no 
right to speak at those meetings, Mr, 
James Edwards has been appointed 
secretary in White'a place, 

McKay Dickson then spoke, askjng 
the meeting to maintian Mr. Combs as 
chairman and elect Mr. Edwards sec- 
retary, and this was done. After re- 
ferring to Mr, White contradicting the 
comptroller’a statement on the ex- 
hibition, he said that this raising of 
the salaries of Mr, Bonneau and Miss 
Holmes to $3,000 per year each, which 
was done last week, indicated very 
correctly, the fact that the exhfbitton 
association was making the city serve 
them instead of them serving the city, 
and no dusiness that was losing money 
and support ag the exhibition was 
losing could afford to raise salaries 
except under the very wildost degreo 
of extraagance or misconception of 
facta, figures and principles, Such 
came under the same heading as forc- 
ing money bylaws before the citizens 
a second time after being* defeated 
once, declared Mr, Dickson, He 
again stated that the only solution 
of Edmonton's difficulties is the. carry- 
ing ver of Edmontd@i's indebtedness 
for fifty years or receivership, that 
if all Edmonton property owners 
were exploited to the finish tomorrow 
wages would have to be taxed to meet 
city expenses, were there any fwages 
to tax, Mr, Dickgon maintained that 
a tax rate of not more than twenty- 
five mills will carry Edmonton, in- 
cluding schools, but that all frills, 
waste and extravagance must be elim- 
inated and arrangements made where- 
by Edmonton cannot again be" ox- 
ploited during the fifty years that 
the bonds are being carried over, 

A lady spoke on behalf of the 
socialists of Canada, proclaiming that 
both McKay Dickson and White were 
wrong. Sho said that the workers 
must control all production, and 
capitalists must be extinguished. This 
idly declared that a house end jot 
owned the individual instead of the 
individual owning the house and lot 
in Edmonton, ag beiieved by the great 
army of property owners at present. 

“Edmonton’s property, a liability 
instead of an asset as it should be, 
strange but true in substance and 
fact, but what a tranagreasion,” tho 
speaker exclatnred. 

“The one and only redemption is 
McKay Dickson's proposition of carry- 
ing forward all Edmonton's bonded 
indebtedness for the fifty years when 
the city securities should be under 
reasonable economic and considerate 
management, worth at least one 
hundred per cent. more than they are 
today.”

A meeting of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Alliance was held in Convocation Hall 
at the Summer school Friday evening. 
A large rramber were present Crom the 
eummer schoo] as (well as from other 
parts of the city. The speakers were 
‘Mr, Charteeworth, the organizing sec- 
retary of the B.C. Federation of 
Teachers and Mr. Udster, president of 
that organization. They are on their 
way to Calgary as delegates to a con- 
vention for the purpose of forming a 
Dominion Organization of Teachers. 
Each of the four ‘western provinces 
and Ontario are represented by two 
delegates. . ' 

The meeting wag callud to order by 
Mr. Newlands. Mr, Charlesworth 
was the firs: apeaker. He has been 
closely connected with the Federation 
since its formation, and last year wag 
its president, 

“It is desirable,” he said, “that both 
parties be represented, that is, the 
teachers and school board, because 
both ‘will benefit. Our motto is co- 
operation. Though the Federation ts 
non-political we have been extremety 
fortunate in having ea Minister of Bdu- 
cation who is interested and sym- 
pathetic. We heave a membership of 
1700 paid up members out of the 2300 
teachers in the province, This sum- 
ber, together with the normal students 
that have registered gives us 85 per 
cent, membership and we hop? soon 
to have 100 per cent. or every teacher 
a member. . 

‘The first meetings of the Federa- 
tion were entirely inspirational. We 
had some of the best speakers among 
‘who mere, Prof. Buzallo of California 
and Prof. Sedgewtck of BIC. Untver- 
sity. These meetings were largely 
attended, The last meeting heid dis- 
cussed salaries and raising the etatus 
of the teaching profession. | We are 
not in favor of the etrike as a method 
of settling disputes and perfer a dif- 
ferent method of concHiation, but 
when the school board at Victoria re- 
fused to grant any increase in salary 
177 out of 188 teachers in the city 
failed to appear at school. 

‘The result was that 92 per cent. 
of what the teachers esked was grazt- 
ed them. 

“We are increasing the efficiency of 
our teachers by making twelve:monthe 
normal compulsory thus doi a 
witt@the third class certificate, " 

“We soon hope to have our normal 
term extended over a period of two 
years.” 

Mr. Charlesworth’s epeech was fol- 
dowed iby a beautifirl solo *Litsle 
Mother of Mine,” sung (by Mrs, Moore. 

Mr. Duggan of the Bdmonton school 
board spoke a few -words to the teach- 
ers He compared our own situation 
to that of the old country and hoped 
that the time would come when the 
school trustees and the teachers would 
work more together, He closed with 
the remark that it was best to take 
the middie ‘way and “To travel hope- 
fully is better than to arrive.” 

Mr, ‘Newlands said ‘Mr. Duggan is 
the type of echoo! trusce too seldom 
een on our echoo! boards in the past. 
However, though we trave) hapefully 
we like to think once in a while of 
arriving.”’

¥L. W. Wood, president of the 
United Farmers of Alberta and a 
member of the Wanadian Wheat 
Board is reported to have told his 
audience at the picnic at Lake 
Astotin on Friday, July 23rd, 
that ‘‘the Canadian Wheat Board, 
‘‘during its existence, saved the 
“Canadian farmer fifty millions 

‘of dollars.’’ This is a statement 
of fact—or it is not. Fifty mil- 
lions of dollars is a great deal of 
money. The man, or organiza- 
tion, or policy that saves the 
farmers 50 million dollars on a 150} 
million bushel crop of wheat cer- 
tainly deserves favorable consid- 
eration. If on the other hand the 
claim is made without a founda- 
tion of fact the man who makes it 
is discredited. 

The saleable wheat crop of the 
Caradian West for the season of 
1919 is by all authorities admitted 
to have been under 150 million 
bushels. To save the farmers 50 
million dollars on 150 million 
bushels of wheat for market the 
wheat board must have paid at 
least thirty-three and a third 
centS more per bushel than the 
world’s market would have paid 
them had there been no: wheat 
board. : 

It is nearly twelve months since 
the wheat board was placed in 
control of the wheat crop of 1919 
The transactions that came with- 
in its scope have been or should 
have been almost or altogether 
concluded. Announcement

price was very much _ higher. 
So much higher that the 
wheat board has charged Canadian 
millers $2.80 sirice December last 
and $3.10 since April. It is not 
conceivable’ that even the wheat 
board compelled the consumer of 
Canada to pay so much-more for 
their flour unless the world mar- 
ket offered a correspondingly in- 
creased price.fgr export wheat. 
The consumer has paid during 
four months of the year for his 
flour on a basis of $2.30 for the 
wheat; for another four months 
on a basis of $2.80; and for four 


months more on a_ basis of 
$3.10. Unless the wheat was 
worth $2.80 and $3.10 on 


the world’s market the wheat 
board had no right to charge those 
prices to the Canadian miller and 
permit him to pass them on to the 
consumer. But while the con- 
sumers are paying $3.10, the farm- 
ers are receiving—or hope to re- 
ceive $2.55. 

As a matter of fact the wheat 
was worth much more than $3.10 
during a largé part of the past 
year. The United States crop of 
this season is coming on the raar- 
ket. It is heavier than was expect- 
‘ed. Consequently, prices have been 
\falling lately. The Northwestern 
miller of Minneapolis says that 
up lo July 15th., millers were pay- 
ing Kansas farmers. at receiving 
elevators $2.25 to $2.60 for winter 
wheat. Compare this price with 
what the Edmonton: farmer _re- 
ceives for his last year’s crop with 
participation certificates added. 


‘No. 1 wheat is quoted in Edmonton 


at $1.91. Add 40 cents participa- 
tion certificate and the price is 
$2.31. The Kansas farmer has 
been getting $2.25 to $2.60 for new 
wheat that is not worth within ten

Speaking in the house of commons, 
as leader of the opposition on May i, 
1911, Sir Robert (then Mr.) Borden 
quoted fromthe report of the com- 
misstoner-general of immigration for 
the United States, figures which 
showed that in the year ending June 
30, 1910, the emigration from Canada 
to the United States, was as fo) ows: 
United States citizens, 22,832; Cana- 
dian citizens, 44,328; other aliens, 
27,336; making a total of 94,496. In 
the eame year, emigration from the 
States to Canada was: United States 
citizens, 78,697; Canadian citizens, 
15,208; other aliens, 22,247; making 
a total of 116,377. Thus the net gain 
to Canada by the movement of popu- 
lation between this country and the 
United States was a little less than 
22,000 persons. Mr. Borden was, na- 
turally, much concerned at these 
figuree « . 

Targe Losses to States 

If Mr. Borden was astonished to 
‘find that the net gain of Canada as 
the result of immigration and emigra- 
tion between this country and the 
United States in 1910 was less than 
22,000, it would be interesting to know 
what hie feelings are when he looks 
at the correaponding figures fog spore 
recent years. “Instead of a ~ modest 
gain, the figures for the last five years 
show that Canada has actually euf- 
fered a net loss to the United States 
of not less than 333,931 persons, That 
is to aay, immigrants to Canada from 
the United States between March 31, 
1914 and March 31, 1919, outnum- 
bered 270,134, while the number of 
Persons shown by the United States 
records as leaving Canada for per- 
manent residence in the United States, 
between June 30, 1914, and June 30, 
|1919, totalled 604,065. Canada’s total 
immigration from all countries, in- 
‘cluding Great Britain and the United 
States, in the 5-year period was 
|405,476, so that the number of per- 
|sons leaving Canada for the States was 
{198,589 in excess of the total immi- 
|gration. How many persons left for 
other countries during the same per- 
iod there are no figures to show, but 
it is fairly eafe to assume that im ad-

Edmonton Board of Trade Strong- 
ly Behind Winnipeg’s Stand”. 
on Railway Case 


Endorsing the attitude of the Win- 
mipeg board of trade, the council of 
the Edmonton trade organization, an- 
nounces Secretary A. M. Frith, has 
placed itself on record favoring 4 
western sitting of the board of railway 
commissioners to fully enquire into 
the justification of the application of 
the raflway interests for an Increase 
of 30 per cent. over and above their 
present freight tariffs. 

That the propesed grant of an in- 
crease should not be made without a 
complete inveatigation, was the opin- 
ion expressed by the Winni board 
of trade ina wire received locally 
some few days ago. The action of 
the local trade body followed the 
Winmipeg lead and council of the 
Edmonton board of trade feels, just 
as Winnipeg feels, that tariff increase 
should not be allowed until all claims 
and counter-claims have been placed 
before the railway commissioners by 
the carriers on the one hand and the 
public they serve, on the other. 

The Edmonton ‘board of trade 
thinks that a ettting of the railway’ 
commission should be held in the 
west at the earliest opportunity and 
toward this end, a wire has been sent 
east asking that arrangements for the 
session be made. The Doard of trade 
has also wired the Winnipeg board of 
trade telling that organization of its 
atand and giving promise of support 
to any project that will bring about 
a complete investigation of the in- 
crease tariff proposal. 

Questions as to Edmonton's position 
in the matter of the tranaportation of 
such commodities as coal were also 
taken up by the counc!] of the board 
of trade and it Was thought that this 
city should not %e disertminated 
against in the provision of railway 
transportation facilities. The quea- 
tion was referred to the traneporta- 
tion eection, the wholesale section and 
the coal operatc.s,

Young Farmer of Ceylon, Ontario, 
Claims That He Killed His 
Mother 


Toronto, July 24—(Canadian Preas) 
—The officials of the provincial at- 
| torney-general’s department have not 


yet decided what action ehall be 
taken in the case of Arnel] Love, aged 
22, a young farmer of Ceylon, Ont., 
who is tn custody here, following his 
confession that he ‘murdered his 
mother—a crime for which his father, 
Henry Gove, was convicted and 
hanged at Owen Sound, Ont., about 
seven years ago. 

The father was comvicted by the 
jury on what appeared to be good 
circumstantial evidence. There had 
been quarrels between the couple re- 
garding business matters. The son, 
then 15 years of age, was one of the 
principal witnesses On the scaffold, 
before the execution of the sentence, 
the father made what was thought to 
be a confession of his guilt. 

When the son grew up into man- 
hood he became a prosperous farmer, 
and the tragedy of his young life was 
apparently buried in the oblivion of 
the past. 

During the present week, hewever, 
there were evangelistic services in the 
neighborhood, and on Monday night 
Arnell Love went forward and de- 
\clared to the evangelist, Rev. G. N. 
|EBArRe, that he murdered his mother 
seven years ago, because ehe had re- 
‘primanded him for keeping bad com- 
|pany. His anger, he said, got the 
better of him, and he clubbed her to 
death with a etick of wood, and hid 
the body in the cellar where it was 
found later. 
| On the advice of the evangelist, the 
|young man gave himself up to the 
| police who are investigating the story. 
It is said in some quarters that Love 
is of unsound mind.
